Of all the copper coins struck in the United States the rarest is the 1796 
Half Cent. In all, only 6,480 coins were struck; 5,090 With Pole coined in May 
1796, and 1,390 Without Pole on October 24, 1796. The 1796 Half Cent in 
MINT STATE, however,' almost defies comparison with any United States 
coin. We have searched our card index and library thoroughly and can only lo¬ 
cate FIVE Mint State specimens. This specimen is the Charles Jay example 
(formerly the Brobston coin, sold by us in 1963), which we sold for Mr. Jay at 
Public Auction in October 1967. It comp^sfovor^bly with the AmkrsonDifc. 
pan ^ specimen, November 1954, ancTthe HilTyerRyder specimen, June 1954. 

Since 1954, when the Ryder and Dupont specimens were sold, only the 
Brobston-Jay coin, and the R.L. Miles, Jr. example have been available to the 
collector. Since the Jay Sale we have been privileged to offer both the R.L. 
Miles Jr. coin again ($11,000.00) and JJie^Jaupffintjcoin which realized , 
$20,000.00 in 1975. There is no doubt that there isa~renaissance in copper 
coins. This fact is borne out by recent sales and therefore this magnificent 
item which is a great rarity and in absolutely superb condition should set a 
new record for a U.S. Half Cent.
